to the farm operator, or the notice previously given is in- 
correct, a new notice on Form 81, showing tho revised or 
corrected data for the farm, shall be prepared and distributed. 
The word "Revised" or "Corrected" shall be typed in the heading 
of the form and the notice shall be accompanied by 4 brief letter 
stating that the notice, which shall be securely fastened to the 
letter, supersedes the former notice and giving the reasons 
therefore Copics of the revised or corrected notice and the 
letter shall be securely attached to the previous notice re- 
tained in the county office, and the copy posted in :.accordance 
with section 104 of these instructions shall be so marked as 

to indicate that the previous notice is Supersoded becauss a 
revision'of the acreage allotment or normal yield and farm 
marketing quota or a correction of the previous notice has 

been made. 
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be planted on any farms for which ancereage allotment ond mar- 
keting quota for such commodity were not established, because 
application therefor was not made within the preseribed. time 
limit or for any other reason, the farm operétor shall be 
given a notice on Form 81 as otherwise provided in these 
instructions, with the execption that the word “None shall 

be entered in the spaces thereon for showing the farm acreage 
allotment and normal yield for the commodity. 


(d) Delivery of tho notice. The original of Form 81 
shall be mailed to tho farm operator or delivered to him. in 
person, If the form is mailed, it must be deposited in the 
United States mails, in an cnvelope addressed to the farn 
operator, on the date entered in the space at the botton of 
the form, If the form is delivered directly to the farm 
operator, the date of delivery shall be entered in the space , 
provided, At the time of delivering or mailing the forn, 
the county committee represontative shall affix his signature 
as ovidence of the fact that dolivery has beon effoctede 
Since the next calendar day following the date entered marks 
the beginning of the 15-day period in which producers on tho 
farm may file an appeal or application for review of the 
acreage allotment, normal yield, ond farm markoting quota, 
extreme care should be cxercised in the dating, mailing, and 
delivering of notices.

Form 81 is. printed to show, .when executed, only the infor-- 
mation with respect to the identification and location of 

the farm end the acreage allotments and norrel yields there- 
for, When filed and securely stapled or otherwise fastened 
in « binder or folder in-form serial nunber or alphabetical 
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order, the last copy of Form 81 wiZl be used as a publication 
of acreage allotments, normal yields, and marketing quotas. 
The binder or folder shall be posted so as to be freely avail- 
able for public inspection in the county office for a period 
of not less than 30 calendar days. The binders or folders 
Should be placed, for the duration of the 30-day-period, on 
the counter or table in any room of the county office where 
the public may freely examine copies of the notices without 
interfering with the work of the county office and without 
causing interested producers to make a special request for 
the right to examine the copies dof the notices. Copies of 
revised or corrected notices, which will supersode any 
previous notice, and eopiecs of late notices may bo filed 

and posted in a separate binder or folder or may be inserted 
an the Ginder or’ folder originally prepared, provided the 
posting period is extended to comply with the 30-day 
requirement, The following should be typed and pasted or 
otherwise fastened to the front cover of coach binder or 
folder;
